Since then, men using bulldoz­ 
ers, power shovels, 
cranes 
and 
other machines have been forced 
to move a 600-foot stretch of track 
sideways an average of 41 feet a 
day to escape the moving moun­ 
tain. 
Each time, newly-laid and then 
abandoned 
sections 
of 
roadbed 
were engulfed by the 
advancing 
wall of earth and boulders, despite 
the efforts of other crews, work 
ing under floodlights at night, who 


daily have hacked off IO to 20 foot 
deep outcroppings.

NWP GENERAL manager G. L. 
Morrison said he can not estimate 
when—or if—-the moving mass of 
earth, which towers to 1,700 feet 
above the railroad right of way, 
can be stopped. 
The “glacier.” blamed on poor 
drainage in a giant clay hank form­ 
ing the upper part of the canyon 
wall, existed when the rail line was 
built 40 years ago and has 
ap­ 
proached the tracks several times 
before. 
in 1938, it cut the line 73 days, 
hut was halted by an elaborate 
drainage system 
installed above 
the tracks to dry up the 
lower 
earth and create a buttress against 
the clay above. 
But, Morrison said, the pressure 
of the u; per clay apparently over­ 
came the resistance of the drier 
earth and the 
“glacier” 
started 
moving again. 
The rail line cannot be moved 
out of the canyon without relocat­ 
ing some 200 miles of track. 


Farmers Asked 
To Plan More 
Grain Storage j 


WASHINGTON (J*—The govern­ 
ment has called upon farmers to 
store on farms another year about 
a half billion bushels of 1953—crop 
grains to help meet what it de­ 
scribed as the most serious grain 
storage problem ever faced. 
The problem will reach a peak 
when this year’s crops are harv­ 
ested next summer and must com­ 
pete for storage with record sur­ 
pluses 
accumulated 
from 
past 
years. 
As an incentive, the Agriculture 
Department offered farmers stor­ 
age payments to hold such grains 
as wheat, corn, oats, barley, grain 
sorghums, rye and flaxseed stored 
under the government’s 1953 price 
support loan program. 
The department also announced 
it will continue for another year 
the farm storage and equipment 
loan program designed to encour­ 
age expansion of farm storage. 
Under 
this 
program, 
farmers 
may borrow' up to 80 per cent of the 
cost of building or buying addition­ 
al storage space and up to 75 per 
cent of the cost of drying equip­ 
ment. The interest is 4 per cent a 
year. Storage loans are payable in 
four years and equipment loans in 
three. 


Egypt Plans 
To Restore 
Its Parliament 


CAIRO (if) — Egyptians are to 
elect a constituent 
assembly 
in 
July. This step toward restoring 
the Nile nation's parliament was 
announced by the reunited 
mill 
tary regime last night. 
It promised also to 
end 
local 
press censorship immediately, ex­ 
cept for defense matters, and to 
wipe out the martial law instituted 
when King Farouk was deposed 
and exiled in 1952. 
The 250-member constituent as­ 
sembly, to draft a constitution and 
serve as an interim parliament, 
will be inaugurated July 23, the 
second anniversary of the start of 
the move to dethrone Farouk. 
These decisions were reached by 
the 12-man revolutionary council 
i.i consultation with two of Egypt’s 
elder statesmen. The elder states­ 
men were ex-Premier Aly Maher, 
appointed months ago to head a 
50-man committee to consider a 
new constitution, and Abdel Razak 
Sanhoury, president of the Egyp­ 
tian supreme court. 
Both President Mohamed Naguib 
a major general, and Tremier Ca­ 
rnal Abdel Nasser, 
a 
lieutenant 
colonel, central figures in the coun­ 
cil shakeup last week that stirred 
the nation, attended the meeting in 
Nasser's home in suburban Helio­ 
polis. They appeared on the best 
of terms. 
The premiership as well as the 
presidency 
was 
Naguib’s 
until 
young officers on the council strip­ 
ped him of his titles Feb. 25 and 
made Nasser premier and acting 
president. Two days later they bow­ 
ed to pressure and restored Na­ 
guib, a popular idol, as their fig­ 
urehead. 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. Lf)— Adlai J 
E. Stevenson agrees with

Gives Wildlife's 


Unit's Proposal 


Says Group's Idea 
W ould Trim W ater 
Area Two Thirds 


Ed Wallace, Pickaway County 
state 
representative, 
announced 
late Friday that the Ohio State 
Wildlife Council of the Department 
of Natural Resources has new ten­ 
tative plans for development of the 
Memorial Lake project. 
The proposed lake would be 
fed by Hargus Creek at a loca­ 
tion about three miles east of 
Circleville. Plans for completion 
of a dam. the lake and a s o r - 
rounding park area have b e e n 
the center of controversy 
here 
for many years. 
Wallace said main detail in the 
tentative new planning would be re­ 
duction in the size of the lake to 
approximately 50 acres, or about 
one-third of the 161 acres contem­ 
plated in earlier planning. There 
also would be a number of im­ 
provements made to the dam, and 
some reconstruction to provide for 
a shallower lake. 
A lengthy discussion on the plans 
was held by the Council Thursday, 
’ Wallace revealed. 


“MAIN REASON for the new 
planning,” Wallace said, “ is t h e 
belief that carrying through on the 
original plans woud i n v o l v e a 
great deal too much money, and 
that while the size of the lake 
would be cut down to one-third of 
the size originally planned, t h e 
additional area would be added to 
the park and recreation facilities.” 
He estimated the step would give 
111 more acres of land to be used 
as park: area, or a total of 323 
acres. 
In reconstruction of the dam for 
the 50-acre lake, Wallace said the 
spillway would be increased from 
the 90 feet it now has to 135 feet, 
and would be reinforced with be­ 
tween 12 and 15-inch c o n c r e t e 
slabs. A drainage tube, controlling 
the level of the lake, would be 4x4 
inches instead of 3x3, and depth of 
the water at the dam would be be­ 
tween 20 and 25 feet, instead of 50 
feet computed in the earlier plan­ 
ning. 
Cost of the total project, when it 
was based on a 161-acre lake, was 
$431,000, Wallace said. The council 
believes that figure to be much too 
expensive, he added. 
He compared the project to the 
Knox County dam and lake which 
cost $400,000 for a 490-acre lake. 
The reason for the Pickaway Coun­ 
ty dam and lake costing corres­ 
pondingly more is because of the 
topography of the area which does 
not lend itself naturally to a reser- 
making necessary a longer 
last night and signed a statement 
admitting he had taken the mon­ 
ey. in amounts varying from $100 
to $2,000, almost from the time he 
started work at the bank, in 1919, 
as a clerk.

D orado ( intra Leite, president 
of the Pan-American Coffee B ur­ 
eau, told th** subcommitte eyester- 
day the Bank of Brazil now is pay­ 
ing a premium rate. 23 cruzeiros, 
to coffee producers for each dollar 
they get from sales.

the Rev. Mr. Wilson said. 
“ Many 
Biblical 
writers 
have 
used the metaphor of the rock to 
describe God. It appears no less 
than 36 times in the Bible. The rock 
is depicted as a refuge in time of 
storm or as giving shade from the 
hot noonday sun. Jesus said that 
those who practice what He teaches 
are like the wise builder who build 
upon the rock. 
“ He said that His church would 
be built on the solid rock of P eter’s 
confession, ‘Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.’ St. P a u l 
saw in the striking of the rock by 
Moses to provide w ater for the peo­ 
ple of Israel a symbol of Christ’s 
death, bringing life to all who be­ 
lieve. The cross is ike a mighty 
rock within a weary land. 
“ A mighty rock dominates 
the 
landscape, like the Rock of Gibral- 
ter. The cross is like such a land­ 
mark 
that 
dominates the 
land­ 
scape. There has never been 
a 
more sadistic and cruel device for 
torture than the cross. 
“ The depravity and cruelty of 
man reached ultimate depths in the 
invention and use of the cross. But 
the cross is also the g r e a t e s t 
heights on all the landscape of hu- 
| man history. 
Against the back­ 
ground of hatred, prejudice, a n d 
duplicity, it depicts love, forgive­ 
ness. and the redemptive activity 
of God. The cross, the symbol of 
m an ’s 
cruelty 
and hatred, 
indi­ 
cates in speech and symbol t h e 
noblest and most unselfish c o m ­ 
mon enterprises of man. 
“ Associating the cross with any 
project imm ediately identifies that 
project throughout the world as a 
venture of love. The cross is every­ 
where the accepted symbol of un­ 
selfish service anti d e v o t i o n . 
W herever the spirit of the cross is 
re-enacted in human behavior, the 
world takes notice. 
“ That action makes history. That 
achievement remains like a rock 
that dominates the landscape. Such 
an unselfish achievement, such a 
re-enactment of the spirit of the 
cross, is a mighty rock which a r­ 
rests the drift. 
“ The metaphor of the cross as a 
mighty rock reveals the heart of 
the gospel. Man of his own accord 
is not able to reach great heights. 
His tendency is to become bestial. 
His 
plans 
for 
self improvement 
come to naught. He tries to punish 
sin and take away its enjoyment 
and profit, but for all that he still 
must conclude that he is a slave 
to it. Man sees today as never be­ 
fore that he is caught rn a land­ 
slide that carries him aong. 
“ He struggles 
but hasn’t t h e 
power to stop the slide or to resist 
the suction of life's restless drift. 
But the gospel still calls to man! 
The rock is still proclaimed! It is 
higher than man! The drift of sin 
rushes on but it has no power over 
the repentant sinner any longer for 
he has the protection of that rock, 
the cross. The cross is 
like 
the 
rock that resists the acids of time. 
“ The experience of the c r o s s 
does not take us out of the world. 
It does not transform the world by 
eliminating its very problem, nor 
does it carry us miraculously 
to 
our goal and 
destination without 
any effort on our part. But it does 
give us the strength and the power 
to carry on and to win out against 
odds. In the shadow of the cross 
human toil is sanctified 
and hu­ 
man achievement for good reaches 
its zenith. 
“ The call of the cross is for ev­ 
ery person to stand up as a rock 
against the drift of today. But the 
price of being a rock is carrying 
the cross and following Jesus.” 
Church School classes will study 
the Bile lesson, “ The Raising of 
Lazarus.” 


Lazarus, brother of Mary and Martha, 
Jesus’ friends in Bethany, became sick, 
and the sisters sent w’ord to Him. Christ 
did not go to him immediately but ta r­ 
ried where he wa* for two day*. 


Then word came that Lazarus had died. 
Jesus told Hi* disciples that they should 
go to the home of Hi* friend* in Beth­ 
any, saying, “Our friend Lazarus Bleep­ 
e d ; I go that I may awake him.”

J. Edgar Hoover, year by year, calls at­ 
tention to the increase of juvenile delin­ 
quency and his statements fall on dullen- 
ed ears. Nobody does much about it, per­ 
haps because this country is becoming ac­ 
customed to crime in fact; crime has be- i 
come a principal form of amusement. 
Frank S. Hogan, District Attorney of 
New York County, 
apparently assumes 
that he will lessen this interest in crime by 
withholding news in advance of trials. Ac- I 
tually, he will succeed only in heightening 
interest in crime because suppression al­ 
ways whets the appetite. He picked a poor 
subject for a test of censorship, the mur­ 
der of the Bodenheims, which, while grue­ 
some, produced no sustaining excitement. 
To most, Max Bodenheim was just a fun­ 
ny-looking drunk and his alleged, if y o u 
please, murderer a poor sap. 
What with murder a daily fare on the 
air, the private-eye story being a substitute 
for the tiresome soap opera and a means 
to avoid controversy, with many toys imi­ 
tations of murderous weapons, with com­ 
ics for children emphasizing murder, it is 
not surprising that crime is increasingly 
fashionable and that young boys strut their 
heroics before boy-crazy teen-agers as was 
I done in other periods when the man who 
killed rode on a horse, while the man of 
peace was an object of ridicule. 
Here in New York, we are going through 
a police revolution which may die on the 
vine as such things often do or which may 
bring about a startling change of attitude 
toward crime. We have a new Mayor who 
may produce a better-policed and a clean­ 
er city or who may weary of the effort be­ 
cause of lack of interest among the citi­ 
zens who usually like to complain but rare­ 
ly support an effort to correct the things 
complained about. If given half a chance, 
this police revolution can do much to less- 
| en crime in this big city and perhaps set an 
example for the country. 
Robert A. Wagner, the new Mayor, is a 
difficult man to understand because h i s 
training has been in Tammany Hall. Be­ 
fore becoming Mayor, not too much was 
expected of him. In fact, it locked as 
though we were in for another Tammany 
regime, not as colorful as that of Jimm y i 
Walker or Bill O'Dwyer, but more honest. 
When it came to making appointments, 
j however, Robert Wagner hit the city a wal- j 
I lop. He appointed a set of unusually com- I 
petent men without regard to political a f - ; 
filiations. And as Police Commissioner, he 
appointed a complete outsider, F r a n c i s 1

Adams established it on the very first 
i day that he went to work that he expect­

Help for Migraine Headaches

MIGRAINE 
headaches, 
most 
common In women, seem to have 
a connection w ith the sexual bal­ 
ance of the body. 
They are most common be­ 
tween the ages of tw enty to 
thirty. Sometimes, the first a t­ 
tack occurs w ith the onset of 
m enstruation. 
It is interesting to note th a t 
m igraine is usually absent during 
pregnancy, and often ceases when 
a woman goes through her change 
of life. 


Before An Attack 
W hen persons suffer from m i­ 
graine attacks, they usually re­ 
ceive forew arning by such signs 
as excessive tiredness, stom ach I 
upset for a day or two, bright! 
spots before the eyes, blurred I 
vision, ringing in th e ears, or even j 
deafness, w hich m ay be present a 
few m inutes before the attack 
takes place. 
Patients suffering from 
m i- ■ 
graine develop a tense throbbing, 
one-sided headache which may 
last from a few m inutes to sev-. 
eral hours or even longer. The ; 
headache is intensified by lying j 
down or shaking th e head. There 
may be severe nausea or vomiting 
along w ith the attack which can 
last for days. 


G rinding Pain 
As th e headache starts to go ; 
away, the p atien t may have a 
steady grinding pain on both sides 
of the head. Usually the a ttack ' 


d. .- pears during sleep, and, on 
awakening, the p atien t feels re- 
fre bcd w ith a sense of buoyancy. 
There is usually a complete ab­ 
sence of headache between these 
attacks. 
Tr.e fact th a t a woman who 
suffers from m igraine, obtains re­ 
lic! during early pregnancy, when 
the am ount of fem ale horm ones 
in the body is excessively high, 
has led physicians to give mi­ 
graine cases high doses of fem ale 
hormone once or twice a week. 
Good results in preventing a t­ 
tacks have been obtained. 


Drugs for Men 
For men, there are drugs, such 
as ergotam ine ta rtra te , which 
can be used for preventing and 
relieving attacks. 
At one tim e, it was believed th a t 
tar e < wages of fem ale horm one 
could be a factor in causing can­ 
cer of the womb. However, these 
hormones, given a large num ber 
of women, over a tw enty-year 
period, have not produced any 
cancerous grow th in any of these

Dr. Clyde Feuchter 
Is Guest Speaker 


Dr. Clyde Feuchter of Battelle 
Memorial Institute in Columbus 
was guest speaker for the March 
meeting of Circleville Junior Wom­ 
an's Club held in the home of Mrs. 
Richard Funk. 
The speaker, who was introduced 
by Mrs. Richard Penn, program 
chairman, 
gave 
the 
history 
of 
Battelle and explained some of its 
functions. He said it was organized 
25 years ago, primarily for the 
purpose of doing research for in­ 
dustry, but that during the w a r 
much of its research activity was 
carried on for government agen­ 
cies. He said it is a non-profit or­ 
ganization operating under a char- * 
ter much as a college does, that 
there are 2015 employees and more 
than 40 research divisions. 
Dr. Feuchter described the proc- I 
esses involved in solving the prob-; 
lems presented in several research 
projects carried out at Battelle. 
/m ong these were improving nylon 
brushes, making hotel china that 
will not darken with use, develop- 
ing plastic plates for printing, mak­ 
ing a really accurate weighing de- J 
vice for a packaging machine and 
developing an automatic method 
for applying gold leaf to playing 
cards. 
The speaker said that today there 
are many new' industries w h i c h , 
have come into being as the result 
of research conducted during the 
past ten years. Foremost of these, 
he said, are detergents and plas- ' 
tics. He added that three and one

the president of a chemical com­ 
pany who said that there are now 
250,000 different chemical

pounds, but that this number will 
be doubled within ten years. 
Dr. Feuchter told his audience \ 
that the more you discover, t h e 
more problems you create. He add­ 
ed that, disposal of waste materials 
is always a problem, listing among 
those sugar cane fiber, which is 
now used in making newsprint, and 
parts of the tobacco leaf for which 
no use has been found as yet. 
Looking to the future, the speak­ 
er said that with the developing 
scarcity of metals the day m a y 
come when we will be raising iron 
instead of corn. He explained this 
by saying that there are m a n y 
plants which collect minerals from 
the air. These minerals can be re­ 
covered by burning the plant. 
He also discussed automation, a 
new word which is derived from 
the word automatic, and went on 
to tell that there are cracking 
plants for gasoline which require 
the work of only two men due to 
the volume of automatic equip­ 
ment.
